Jim Purden, the 
fireman, was also caugnt under the en- 
xine, but was rescued later by pas- 
sengers. 

The combination baggage and mail 
ear’ followed the engine into the gu 
ley. In it were Bavtgageman J. W. 
Cranford, of Macon; Flagman A. H. 
Johnsen, of Macon, and the ticket caoj- 
lector. They were also rescued by pas- 
sengers. Conductor Sloan was in a 
baggage car back of the combination 
ear, and was thrown violently against 
the side of the car. He is not seri- 
ously hurt. 
® Panic Among Passengers. 

None of the passenger coaches left 
the rails and no passengers were hurt, 
though a panic followed immediately 
after the accident As soon as the 
trouble Was learned the passengers 
fell to aiding the injured. 

Word was gent to Macon and a spe- 
cial train with doctors and nursé@s was 
rushed to the scene. The injured were 
brought to the Macon hospital The 
passenger coaches were alse brought 
on to this. city afid continued on to 
their destination.

Milwaukee, Wis., September 5.— 
While recalling the deeds of the 
Twenty-fourth Wistonsin volunteers in 
the Atlanta campaign, Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Arthur MacArthur, U. 8. A., retired, 
dropped dead following an apoplectic 
stroke at the last reunion of the regi- 
ment, known as the “Chamber of Com- 
mefce’’ regiment, in the University 
building tonight. é 

Within a few minutes after the ven- 
erable general fell to the speaker's 
platform in the midst of his address, 
Edwin B. Parsons, a captain and mem- 
ber of the regiment, suffered a par- 
alytic stroke on the right side from 
the shock of seeing his comrade fall, 
and had to be carried from the hall. 

The old soldiers attending the re- 
union, about 100, failed to grasp the 
situation for some moments, and when 
they rushed to the side of their fallen 
commander and tried to arouse him 
they found him dead. 

The other soldiers turned away with 


team-dimmed eyes, then, one by one, 
they knelt by the side of their stricken 
commander. 

“‘Our Father, which art in heaven,” 
began one of the veterans, and the

PANAMA CANAL 
LOSING VENTURE 


Prof Johnson Discusses fi- 
nancial Aspect of Waterway, 


Washington, September 5.—The letter 
of Sir Edward Grey, the British foreign 
secretary to the Gatshead Chamber of 
Commerce, yesterday fregarding the 
British government’s attitude toward 
the Panama canal act is regarded here 
as an indication that the negotiations 
between the two countries are to have 
a financia] basis, the foreign secre- 
tary’s argument being that British 
shipping is to be burdened with an un- 
due proportion of the charges for the 
maintenance of the canal through the 
complete exception from tolls of Amer- 
ican coastwise shipping. : 

In this view importance attaches to 
an inquiry now being conducted on the 
isthmus by Professor. Emory R. John- 
son, special commissioner on Panama 
traffic and tolls. He already has com- 
piled. by direction of the secretary of 
war, all the statistics bearing upon the 
character and probable amount of the 
traffic through the Panama _ canal 
which has formed the basis of congres- 
sional action. He now is engaged in a 
study of the financial aspect of the en- 

tolls may be adjusted to 
of the canal on a strictly 
selentifiC basis, and he ts expected in 
Washington soon with this data. 

Additional Burden of 10 Per Cent. 

In the data already prepared by Pro- 
fessor Johnson, it appears that, accord- 
ing to the best estimate, the whole 
American coastwise traffic likely to 
pass through the Panama canal imme- 
diately after it is opened will be about 
one million tons. or a little more than 
10 per cent of the total tonnage in the 
years 1915 and 1916. In the course of 
five years it estimated that this 
American coastwise tonnage will rise 
to 1,414,000 tons, but as the foreign 
commerce will increase in like propor- 
tion, the same relation between the two 
will exist. 

On the face of the figures this would 
indicate that the British and other for- 
eign commerce would have to bear 
an additional burden of 10 per cent. It 
is pointeg out, however, that a pro- 
portionate siare of this burden, if it 
did exist, would have to be borne bv 
American ships in the foreign trade.

Probably $15,000 damage -was done 
when fire completely destroyed the 
manufacturing plant of the Binder 
Frame works, at 545 Whitehall street. 
early last night. The flames broke out 
in the rear of the long, corrugated 
iron building about 6 o'clock, and it 
was not until two hours’ stubborn 
fighting before they were conquered. 

The exact origin of the fire is not 
known, although it is believed the 
blaze first started in the furnace room 
of the plant. Before the arrival of the 
firemen, the rear of the building was 
enveloped in flames, and fora. while 
it looked as though the entire block 
was doomed. 

Other than the damage it wrought 
the frame works, the fire tied up street 
car service to Hapeville, East Point, 
Fort McPherson, College Park and 
West End for an hour or more, and 
wrecked scores of the electric, cable 
and telephone lines strung ine the 
burned structure's vicinity. 

Officials of the destroyed frame 
works place their loss roughly at

The mural decoration for St. Luke's 

Episcopal church now being designed 
by the famous artist, Edwin Howland 
Blashfield, will be the most notable 
thing of its kind in the south; and the 
first really great painting to be placed 
Atlanta. 
Mr. Blashfield is considered the lead- 
er in mural decoration in the world 
today, and his work ornaments numer- 
ous important buildings and churches 
in this country. He was chosen to 
decorate the central dome of the Con- 
gressional library, and he recently made 
dveral great mural paintings for the 
Mahoning county courthouse at 
Youngstown, Ohio, perh the most 
striking building of its’ kind in the 
United States. Last year he won the 
medal given by the American. Archi- 
tects’ league with these paintings. 

His wonderful ability as a colorist is 
the predominant characteristic of his 
work, though he excels in composition 
and skill as a draftsntan. His intel- 
lectual attainments are of the highest, 
and his Biblical work is remarkable 
for its accuracy and fidelity to the first 
masters of Chirstian art. 

The sketch of the great paiting of 
course gives but a faint idea of what 
the finished work will be. The descrip- 
tion by Mr. Blashfield himself, in a 
letter to Mrs. S. B. Turman, is the best 
explanation that can be given of it; 

‘In showing the sketch will you 
please say that the figure is a little too 
much to the left and should be in the 
center, and that the border is a mere 
rough suggestion, with no attempt as 
yet at serious ornament. In the real 
border, to be eventually finished, I 
should carry up the ornament of the 


in 


altar on which the picture is to stand. 
There would be four medallions in the 
frame, with the symbols of the evans 
gelists (bull, lion, eagle.and angel). 
These symbols should be taken from 
one of the old masters, perhaps Dona- 
tello, to insure style. A fifth medal- 
lion at the top of the frame might 
contain the Word, an open Bible, with 
perhaps the Golden Rule in Hebrew. 
“4 broad border is essential if the 
subject is to fill the canvas, which is 
a very large one, handsomely. In ad- 
dition to the medallion, there would be 
two angels playing on instruments to 
suggest the Psalm, and two other an- 
gels supporting the upper medallion. 
“In the center panel would be Christ 
as the Good Shepherd. Several repre- 
sentations of the. subject occur in the 
earliest Christian art and were found 
in the catacombs. He is represented 
as young, His garment kilted up for 
walking. He holds a lamb on His 
shoulders, is followed by His flock of 
the faithful, and «vith His right hand, 
which~—bears the: shepherd's .crook, He 
points upward with His index finger. 
“My choice of the Buon Pastore 
(Good Shepherd) is largely urged by 
the fact that the ol@ masters have not, 
as far as I remember, treated the sub- 
ject in that way, and therefore do not 
challenge comparison. The subject I 
have seen many times,in real Hfe in 
the east, the dignified shepherd walk- 
ing before his flock down some limes 
stone gorge of the mountains which 
line the Nile, the young lambs and the 
kids jumping into the air about him, 
and he himself carrying some tired or 
lame animal. In the east once you 
get away from the elities, you see Bible 
subjects every day.

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NEGRO IS LYNCHED 
FOR USUAL CRIME 


Assailant of White Girl Hang- 
ed to Telegraph Pole 
and Riddled. 


Bluefield, W. Va., September 5.— 
Walter Johnston, a negro, accused of 
assaulting a 14-year-old white girl at 
‘Princeton, W. Va., yesterday, was 


lynched late tonight. 

Johnston was first hanged to a tele- 
phone pole, and then his body was rid- 
dled with bullets. It was the first 
lynching in gMercer ‘county in years. 

Johnston is said to have attacked 
the daughter of a-well-Known rail- 
road man. After entering the house, 
where the child was alone, the negro 
choked and chloroformed her. He was 
captured later, and partially identified 
by his victim. ‘ 

To protect the negro, officers secreét- 
ly took him out of town, and had 
reached Lashmoot, when overtaken by 
the mob. The negro was taken away 
from the authorities, and the return 
journey to Princeton begun 

Upon arrival at Princeton the mob 
listened to speeches by a_ criminal 
court judge and district attorney.

CHARGES. OF FRAUD IK 
GILMER COUNTY UPHELD 


‘Motion to Declare Judge Mor- 
ris the Winner Is Lost 29 to 
9— Patterson’s Nomination 
Finally Made Unanimous--In- 
teresting Testimony Regard- 
ing the Exciting Contest. 


Gug@r county's vote in the recent 
Blue Ridge judgeship primary was 
yesterday set aside by the democratic 
state executive committee, and H. L 
Patterson, of Forsyth county, by vire- 
tue of his uncontested majorities in 
the other counties of thé district, was 
declared the democratic nominee in 
place of Judge Newt Morris, of Cobb, 
county. 

The committee held the result “in 
Gilmer was vitiateq by fraud and cor- 
rupt practices, and by vote of 29 to 
9 declined to adopt a motion of Aleck 
A. Lawrence, of Chatham, declaring 
Judge Morris the winner. Next it re- 
fused to order another primary in 
Gilmer county, and finally unanimously 
declared Mr. Patterson the nominee. 

This result ends one of the bitterest 
political fights waged in years in 
northeast Georgia, and will remove 
from the bench at the close of his 
present term the head of a noted 
political faction in that section. 

Indication of Fraud. 

Two days were spent by the com- 
mittee in listening to testimony from 
half a hundred witnesses. The tes- 
timony showed that very loose meth- 
ods were pursued in holding the elec- 
tion. All the managers and clerks 
in all the districtg in Gilmer county 
were avowed Morris men. The Patter- 
son men did't have a saingle repre- 
sentative anywhere. The ballots were 
placed in old hats and the returns 
were taken unsealed to Ellijay, the 
county seat, and delivered during the 
night of election day and the morning 
of the following day to Chairman 
Tankersley. He consolidated the re- 
turng at noon behind closed doors. 
No outsider was admitted and it was 
several days before the official figures 
were given out, according to the wit- 
nesses. 

George Patterson, a son of the con- 
testant, swore that he was ordered 
out of the‘ courthouse when he went 
to ask about the result, and was 
cursed for “a damned gpy.” . He said 
he found the doors of the room in 
which the committee was meeting se- 
curely fastened. 

A good deal of attention was given 
by the committee to this alleged re- 
mark of Judge Morris over the tele- 
phone to “Bill,” afterwards discovered 
to be William Richards, On the night 
of the election: 

“Tell Bart to see that we get a safe 
majority in Gilmer.” 

Statement of Attorneys. 

H. H. Dean, of Gainesville, counsel 
for the contestant, dwelt upon the fact 
that it was known on the night of the 
election that the race was close, and 
that the Gilmer returns might settle 
the contest one way or the other. This 
fact, taken in connection with the 
great freedom with which the ballots 
were handled by the managers and 
Mr. Tankersley, and the difficulty of

Must Have Registration List. 

“Can you hold an election without a 
registration list?” asked Joe Hill Hall, 
of Bibb. 

“You cannot. That is 
fundamental requirements of an hon- 
est election. The absence of such a 
list in this case is not a formal effect. 
It goes to the very heart of the ques- 
tion. No man can vote in Georgia 
unless his name appears on the regis- 
tration list. 

“This subcommittee 
sisting of Ayres, Parker and Miller, 
which revised the registration list, 
striking off some names and substitut- 
ing others, committed the most out- 
rageous assault upon the right of suf- 
frage ever made in the state of Geor- 
gia,” said Mr. Kilpatrick. “It was done 
behind closed doors, and.the men af- 
fected were denied a hearing. Fraud 
will vitiate any contract, and we have 
proven that fraud was practiced here.”

LOOK OUT! THE DREAD EQUINOX 
IS HEADED TOWARD ATLANTA 


Hold your hats! 

Pay, nay, Oswald, "tis not a circus 
parade. It is the equinox, headed slam 
dab for Atlanta. , 
' Within a week, possible less, the 
| season in which it is generally sup- 
posed that equinoctial storms are 
‘ prevalent and very severe will have 
arrived. Just why there should be 
especially severe storms when the sun 
crosses the line has never been fully 
explained, and many claim, just for 
the sake of argument, that it is all 
bunk—superstition. 

For the last 300 years, whenever a 
Severe storm hits the Atlantic coast 
of North America or Great Britain 
equinox, either 


; at the season of the 
autumnal or vernal, it is spoken of as 
the equinoctial storm or gale, and 
from it has sprung up a popuwiar belief 
that such a severe storm its due*at or 
near the date of the equinox, Septem- 
ber 21 and March 21. 

The fact is, however, according to 
the weather bugs, that the stormy sea- 
son of the year over the north At- 
lantic begins with August and contin- 
ues with increasing severity until 
March or April, and there is no spe- 
cial day or period likely to be stormy. 

Not Due to Equinox. 

Of course, say the scientists, numer- 
Ous Severe storms are recorded near 
these dates, but they are not due to 
the equinox. The equinoctial storm is, 
therefore, simply a name given to the 
heaviest storm that occurs within a 
few weeks of the date of the equinox. 

Ordinary mortals, those who escaped 


o>. 


having astronomy crammed into their . 
noodles, know little of the equinox. 
Nine-tenths wouldn't know an equi- 
nox if thev met it in the middle of 
Peachtree. Equinoxes are ‘harbingers: 
of chilly news. They start anywhere 
and end nowhere, and’ have’ a careless 
Way of catauplting twenty-two-story 
buildings, tehring away signs and 
fences and carrying them where they 
don't Dbeiong. Equinoxes are no re- 
specters of persons. One can put a 
railroad on the blink for weeks,’ or 
twist the telephon; and telegraph 
wires so that you frequently find your-~ 
self talking backwards, 

Atlanta felt a near equinox Thurs-- 
day afternoon. It was not very evi- 
dent in the city proper, but it cut 
high jinks at East Lake and Piedmont 
lake, where it was vossibly attracted 
by the water. It brought a light rain- 
fall of about fifteen . inutes’ duration, 
and sent scores of autoists re 
back to the city. 

Is All Superstition. 

Mr. Von -rrmann, the local weather 
prophet, says that it is mere supersti- 
tion; that there is no more rain or 

wing at this season of the year than 
any other time. 

Fable or superstition, whichever it 
may~* be, the equinox serves several 
purposes. It saves the hatter and the 
haberdasher advertising bills. It tells 
the wearer of a hay bonnet that i: is 
time to get a new one. 

It ig also a gentle reminder to some 
that it is tim» to shave off a few 
shekels from the “knee-high’ beer 
expense account, and put it aside to get

BRYAN SCORES 
COL. ROOSEVELT 


Gov. Johnson Biggest Man in 
Moose Party—Taft Doesn’t 
Trust the People. 


Lincoln, Neb., September 5.—William 
J. Bryan, in his first political speech 
of the campaign in the vast auditorium 
at the fair grounds, for two hours held 
his audience while he scored Roosevelt 
and Taft. 

Declaring that Governor Johnson was 
the biggest man in the +progressive 
movement, the speaker launched into 
his attack on Roosevelt by saying: 

“I would far rather see Johnson 
president and Roosevelt vice president, 
and I would spend the rest of mv time 
praying that Johnson would not die.” 

The speaker’s objection to Taft was 
that “he is too distrustful of the peo- 
ple,” and that Roosevelt is too trustful 
of himself. He had never known a 
man, the 
overpowering confidence in himself. 

“Mr. Roosevelt,” Mr. Bryan contin- 
ued, “is now claiming to be the leader 
in the progressive movement, when his 
progressive convictions are only two 
years old. 

“Mr. Roosevelt's speeches on the in- 
come tax quéstion are like the visits 
of angels-few and far between. He 
has only favored the initiative and ref- 
erendum for two years, and five years 
ago he sent Mr. Taft to Oklahoma to 
talk against this reform. Roosevelt is 
for railroad regulation by the federal 
government, but was not so until after 
1904 and until after two democratic 
platforms had declared for this fre- 
form. 

‘“Roosevelt’s position on the trust 
question is farther from right than is 
Mr. Taft's. He would take from the 
states their right to regulate by legis- 
lation and put it in the hands of the 
federal government. He approves the 
standard .Oil decision and approves the 
use of the word ‘reasonable.’ ”’ 

Mr. Bryan then spoke of his previous 
defeats as being caused by the aid of 
powerful] corporations, and. expressed 
the belief that it is Mr. 
purpose to put these corporations under 
the direct control of the president so 
that they will be compelled to suppert 
him thereafter in the effort to perpet- 
uate his power. 

He considered Mr. Taft a high-mind- 
ed man of much integrity. 

“Tf the president,” he said, “new 
the common people as he knows those 
from whom he takes his advice he 
would know that they are sacrificing 
more: for their country than are the 
men who are managing his campaigns 
and telling him what to do. 

“More peforms have taken place dur- 
ing Taft's administration than during 
any other in recent years. Yet the 
president cannot claim credit for one 
of these. 

“Iy9o vou know why they call Taft 
a standpatter? It is because he stands 
still and lets the people pass him.”

Ur PRESIDENT 


Favored By Delegates to Farmers’ 
Union Convention, 


Direct Election of Senators and 
United States Supreme Jus- 
‘tices Also Favored—Progres- 
sive Legislative Program Is 
Adopted. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., September *5.— 
The Farmers’ Educational and Co- 
operative union at today’s session 
adopted a legislative program and rec- 


ommended it for consideration by the 


state unions. 

The program is the most advanced 
ever advocated by the organjzation. 
There was some discussion over a few 
of the sections, but each was adopted 
by a practically unanimous vote. 

The report was submitted by Dr. H. 
Q. Alexander, of North Carolina, chair- 
man: W. H. Brown, of Indiana; M. 8. 
Knight, of Florida, and Louis Delivuk, 


_of Washington. 


The report of the committee is as 


follows: 
We, vour legislative committee rec- 


ommend: ) 

1. The election of United States pres- 
ident by direct vot® of the people. 
2. The election of supreme 

judges by the people. 

8. The election of United States sen- 
ators by vote of the people. : 

4, We indorse income and inherit- 
ance taxes as a method of raising rev- 
enue, 

56. That the rules of the national 
house of congress be amended as to 
make it impossible for the speaker and 
chairman of committees to block or 
control legislation. 

6. That the banking laws be made in 
the interest of borrower as well as the 
lender. . 

7. That congress shall not delegate 
to individuals or corporations the right 
to regulate the circulating medium as 
is now delegated tothe national banks. 

§. That the natural resources, iron, 
coal, petroleum, phosphate beds and 
potash beds and water powers be re- 
claimed from corporate monopoly and 
be held for the benefit of all the peo- 
ple. 

9. That the initiative, referendum 
and recall be adopted by the national 
government to the end that the gov- 
ernment may be responsive to the will 
of the people. 

10. That the policy of the govern- 
ment should encourage home owner- 
ship. of land and to that end alien 
ownership of land should be prohib- 
ited.

New Orleans, September 5.—The cot-_ 
ton crop of the south for the year erfd- 
ing August 31, 1912, according to sta- 
tistics compiled by H. C. Hester, secre- 
tary of the New Orleans Cotton ex- 
change, exceeded that of the previous 
year by 4,018,331 bales, yet its money 
value was $107,074,825 less. This was 
due as much to the low grade of the 
crop as to the decrease in the price 
resulting from  over-production. It 
was the lowest in grade of any crop 
forthe past ten years, the average be- 
ing strict low middling to middling, 
comparing with a slight shade under | 
strict middling last year. 

Mr. Hester says that an acreage in’ 
cotton larger than ever before culti- 
vated in the southern states, induced 
by the high prices of the two previous 
years, uniformly @ry and hot weather 
during the growing season, a very late. 
frost and a long, open fall for harvest- |

The value of the crop for the past 
year, as stated, was $810,280,764, to 
which, if the value of the cotton seed 
is added, the actual wealth producing 
capacity of the southern cotton farms 
would be $937,710,073. Last year the 
total value, including seed, was $1,- 
030,133,527, so that for a crop em- 
bracing 4,018,000 bales more cotton 
and 1,822,000 tons more seed, the south 
received nearly $82,500,000 less in 
money. 

Mr. Hester approximates the actual 
growth at 16,501,000 bales and says 
that notwithstanding the enormous 
quantity produced very little Old cot- 
ton remained in the cotton belt at the 
close of the season and of that more 
than one-half was held in stock by 
southern milis.
